Merz had a state license to | 
sell 3.2 beer in a tavern known | 


as the Loop Cafe at 612 West 
Woodbine avenue. He failed to 
note on his application for re- 
newal that he was convicted 
last year on a federal charge of 
selling whisky without a federal 
tax stamp. He was fined $100 
and paced on probation. 

The revocations become ef- 
fective Jan. 14. Ketchum said 
neither man would be eligible 
to apply later for a new license. 

The state liquor license of 
Top Hat Tavern, 19 North Sixth 
street, previously was ordered 
revoked, effective Jan. 7, be- 
cause of the failure of its opera- 
tor, Joseph J. Fiorito, to report 
his conviction on a criminal 
charge.

No statement was issued by 
the commission or the bus com- 
pany. 

City Attorney Walter Knabe 
said the action was taken un- 
der the city’s police power to 
peace and protect 
private property. 

Woman Shot on Bus.

It was the third armed attack 
within 48 hours on busses inte- 
21 under a United 
States district court injunction 
forbidding racial segregation on 
Montgomery city busses.

The same bus on which Mrs. 
Rosa Jordan, 22-year-old Negro 
laundry worker, was wounded 
about an hour after dark was 
attacked again when it resumed 
iis run through a fringe neigh- 
borhood where Negro and white 
residences meet. 

The bus was hit by stones 
the second time and gunfire 
was heard but it was impossible 
to determige whether any of the 
bullet holes came from the sec- 
ond attack.

hydrogen atom and fuse them 
into a helium atom. 

In this fusion process. a little 
of the weight of the two hydro- 
gen nuclet is converted into a 
tremendous amount of energy. 
This is fundamentally the same | 
thing that happens in a thermo- | 
nuclear reaction or an H-bomb | 
blast. However. it takes the | 
heat of a conventional atom! 
bomb or that of a star's interior | 
to bring about a thermonuclear | 
reaction. 

Temperature makes no differ- | 
ence in the new process. In 
the experiment,. the reaction 
took place in liquid hydrogen, 
which has a temperature of 
about 400 degrees below zero. 

The negative Mu meson is 
one of an assortment of par- 
ticles which come out of the | 
nucleus of an atom that has | 
been bombarded in a cyclotron 
or other similar machine. Like 
all charged particles, it makes | 
a trail of vapor when it passes 
through a gas or a liquid which ' 
can be expanded and condensed | 
rapidly. But it lives only two- 
millionths of a second and then 
usually turns into an electron. |

What Wally Wants 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 

Ollie Wagner's question, “What 
Does Wally Want?” which appeared 
recently in this column, is a vehicle 
for his point that those Webster 
Groves citizens who opposed -.the 
April bond issue should now be sat- 
isfied with the announcement of a 
new site for the ‘one school’ propo- 
sition. 

While it is gratifying to finally 
see acknowledgement by the four 
majority board members that the 
original site is unsuitable, one school 
presents major objections regardless 
of the site. 


First, two and one-half miles or 
more is too far for junior high 
school students to go to school. Sec- 
ond, the size—1100 to 1200 students 
—with reason to believe this num- 
ber would be increased in peak 
years. It is pertinent to point out 
in this respect that last April we 
were told the one school would house 
900 students. In less than nine 
Months estimates have already in- 
creased by 200. 


Third, one large school does not 
offer the flexibility for future ex- 
pansion nor the access which would 
be key factors provided by two 
schools. 


Ollie refers to the people who 

favor two schools as a minority, al- 
though at least 4000 of us have 
Openly stated this preference. Weigh- 
ing this against a total vote of 5292 
Fast April and considering that the 
people are now aware that they have 
a choice, there is reason to doubt 
the strength of his charge. 
. Those who are convinced two 
additional smaller, properly-located, 
ys ger schools are best for the 
istrict will vote against the bond 
issue. An inadequate and _ short- 
sighted plan can be of much greater 
harm to our system than the 30-day 
delay to bring up a bond issue for 
two schools.

Coming: 70 Billion Plus 
The budget discussions which President Eisen- 
hower held in preparation for his budget mes- 
sage evidently made clear that the Adminis- 
tration will spend more than 70 billion dollars 
in the next fiscal year, which begins July 1, 1957. 

Reports leaking out of the discussions indicate 
a total spending figure of around 72 billion, or 
3 billion higher than in the current year. With 
one exception (the Korea-war year of 1953) this 
would be the biggest budget of any year since 
Werld War II. ; 

A major reason for this outlook is military 
expenditure. Secretary Wilson says it will have 
to go up. Though he does not say how much, the 
increase is generally expected to be. two billion 
dollars or more. If so, that would send total 
spending for defense and military aid beyond 42 
billion, as compared with 40.3 billion estimated 
for the current year. 


Nor are defense expenditures the only ones 
that are going up. The pressure in many fields 
is in the same direction. The highway program 
will be getting into high gear. Federal funds for 
school construction are urgently needed. Farm 
price supports continue to drain off 100 million 
dollars every month. Since the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration even in its most economical moed 
succeeded in reducing non-military expenditures 
only during its first year—they have gone up. 
every year since—what can be expected is pretty 
plain. 

Senator Byrd will not like it, but realistic citi- 
zens might as well make up their minds that the 
country is not going back to a pre-Korea type 
budget for a long time, if ever. In those palmy 
days of the Truman Administration the budget 
looked like this, in billions of dollars:

Schools and How to Use Them 

That there will be strong pressure on the new 
Congress to provide federal aid for education 
was again indicated by the announcement of 
Republican Senator Case of New Jersey that he 
will offer a program for two-year “community 
colleges,” and the call of Democratic Senator 
McNamara of Michigan for a billion dollars in 
each of the next two years for more grade and 
high schools. 


Some educators do not like the junior college 
idea favored by Senatog Case, saying that cam- 
pus life away from home is part of the educa- 
tional process. There is much in the argument, 
but the hard fact is that the United States is 
up against a problem so pressing that it cannot 
wait for the ideal solution. Senator Case was 
aware of this when he said he was thinking of 
“the 300,000 to 600,000 presently destined to go 
without college training in the next five years” 
unless there is a speedy expansion of facilities. 
That means getting the most, if not the very 
best, for each dollar. 


St. Louisans are well aware that urban uni- 
versities, serving largely students who live 
at home, can do good educational work. And 
if proper standards are maintained, local junior 
colleges can do likewise. They can not only 
prepare their students for more advanced work, 
but they can also give a reasonably rounded 
education to those who desire to go no farther. 

While making no concessions to professional 
“buck-passing,” it must be conceded that the 
quality of college work—especially in the first 
two years—depends on the students’ preparation. 
Thus Harold W. Dotids, retiring president of 
Princeton, Warns that “three hours’ weekly 
credit for playing in the high school band—ex- 
tended on occasion, I have been told, to cover 
practice for drum majorettes—and similar credit 
for the mastery of English, algebra or a foreign 
language cannot be equated educationally ex- 
cept under a most superficial academic account- 
ing system.” 

Dr. Dodds that not all high schools 
are so lax. Yet since too many do not even offer 
courses in such subjects as chemistry, physics 
and geometry—and others ignore foreign lan- 
guages—our emphasis must not only be on 
more school buildings, but also on how they are 
used.

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Adventure in Highways 


Government officials are concerned with ris- 
ing highway costs. Rising costs may mean fewer 
roads built under the big new federal highwav 
program, or they may mean that the program 
will take longer than the planned 13 years. A 
Senate subcommittee will begin hearings soon 
to learn what the picture is. 

»o far the picture will show that the road 
program is off to a necessarily slow start. On) 
six months have passed since the President 
signed the road legislation, which includes plans 
to spend $27,600,000 on a 41,000-mile interstate 
system, plus other roads. 

In that time, the Bureau of Public Roads re- 
ports, contracts have been let for some 166 pro)- 
ects in more than 30 states, costing a half-billion 
dollars. The Federal Government's share in the 
cost of the first six menths’ work will be about 
one third of the planned total federal cost for 
the first vear. 

As the program gets under way, it will face 
the nation with new economic problems. Creep- 
ing inflation means slowly rising costs of con- 
crete, asphalt, steel and highway materials. as 
well as construction wages. But when work is 
in progress on thousands of road projects across 
the nation, the competition for materials and 
manpower may increase the costs even more. 

One of the immediate causes for delay, Wash- 
ington reports, is that some state highway de- 
partments are lagging in making necessary plans. 

This points directly to a shortage of compe- 
tent highway engineers, which promises to be 
one of the severest shortages in the whole pro- 
gram. Few states have been able to afford ade- 
quate planning staffs in the past. Now the com- 
petition for engineers will increase, not only 
between public agencies and private firms, but 
between state and state. | 


The Missouri Highway Department was the 
‘first to receive a go-ahead from Washington 
under the new federa] program. Missouri's ini- 


sy 


tial program was properly prepared in advance, 
in part because the state had turned to private 
engineering sources for aid in planning. 

Before long the American people will realize 
that this whole adventure in highway building 
is going to ‘cost 25 times what it did to make 


the A-bomb. It will tax our national resources, 
human and ‘material.

New Nation on the Horizon 

Before the end of the coming year, the be- 
ginnings of a new nation will take shape across 
a thousand miles of the Caribbean sea. For 13 
of the palm-studded islands of the British West 
Indies have agreed, under British prodding, to 
federation. 

The history of this effort has its origins, of 
course, in centuries of colonialism, exploitation 
and considerable poverty. These se aa 
led to riots in the West Indies before Worl 
War II, which in turn led the British colonial 
authorities to consider a federal concept. 

Oddly enough, the first reaction in the islands 
was one of apathy, even suspicion. The Jamai- 
cans in the West had little communication with, 
and felt little obligation to, the people of 
Trinidad far to the southeast, and so on. But 
in 1945 Oliver Stanley, then Colonial Secretary, 
urged the units to federate, and in 1950 an 
island conference known as the Standing Closer 
Association Committee drafted a constitution, 

As later modified, this document provides 
for a Governor-General, appointed by the Crown, 
a Council of State to be named by the Governor 
with seven members nominated by the Prime 
Minister, a Senate of 19 members and a House 
of Assembly of 50 members elected on a basis 
of population. Jamaica would have 17 seats in 
the latter, with smaller delegations for Trinidad, 
Tobago, Barbados and five islands of the Lee- 
ward group and four of the Windwards. A 
capital is proposed for Grenada. 


These islands represent about 12,460 square 
miles of land. Their communications must be 
improved; their population of nearly three mil- 
lions is growing rapidly, which calls for efforts 
to provide a better balanced economy than one 
based om sugar, rum and other tropical exports. 
So for at least 10 years the United Kingdom 
proposes to give them special aid, and to cover 
the deficits of local governments. 


Tee 10-year plan indicates that the British 
Caribbean Federation cannot achieve the status 
of a sovereign dominion of the British Common- 
wealth within the next decade, but eventual 
dominion status is expected. Meanwhile, with 
federation, the year 1957 will see the end to 
most of the remaining colonialism in the New 
World. 
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In Carondelet and Riverview 

A tangible and useful variety of recognition 
has come to two of the St. Louis metropolitan 
area's most virile youth organizations. The 
Carondelet Sunday Morning Athletic Club and 
the Riverview School District Athletic Associa- 
tion have been chosen to share the first $1000 
Freund Youth Service Award for outstanding 
leadership and service to young people.

The Carondelet Club, founded some 12 years 
ago, has absorbed the bounding energies of 
more than 3000 South St. Louis youngsters in a 
wide variety of social and team activities. In 
some cases whole families participate. And in 
all that time, so far as the record shows, not one 
of the young people has ever come to the atten- 
tion of authorities as a delinquent. It is quite 
a record, and it reflects the concern for good 
citizenship that is the hallmark of Carondelet. 


The Riverview Association was formed in 
April 1954 to fill a yawning vacuum in juvenile 
recreation facilities in that part of northeast St. 
Louis county that includes Moline Acres-Hatha- 
way Hills, Bissell Hills, Glasgow Village and 
Riverview Gardens. The volunteers who formed 
the group have built from the ground up—in- 
cluding their own 1042-acre park, Surrey Lake 
Corners Park—and they have built rapidly. 
Today more than 1100 boys and girls and some 
200 adult leaders participate in the association's 
activities, 

A very real and constructive service is pro- 
vided young people by each of these community 
organizations, and the Freund award will help 
further the work. As for the award itself, it 
was established by the Freund Baking Co. in 
observance of its centennial. It will be given 
annually. And if it stimulates initiative, imagi- 
nation and vigor in creating programs for young 
people, fine! The community will be the gainer. 
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Funny Business in Fillets 

President Eisenhower upheld the principle 
of a reasonable tariff policy when he overrode 
a recommendation of the Tariff Commission for 
a 50 per cent increase in duties on imported 
groundfish fillets. He thereby showed some 
consideration for Canada, Iceland, Norway, Den- 
mark and West Germany, which need to export 
fish products in order to buy American exports 
of other goods. And he expressed the conviction 
of the White House, which must have been 
based on independent study, that the Tariff 
Commission was wrong in concluding that a 
drastic tariff increase was necessary to save the 
domestic fish processing industry from injury. 

Though the case came out right, and the Ad- 
ministration is to be commended for secing 
that it did, still there is something disturbing 
about the way in.,which it was handled by the 
Tariff Commission. The Committee for a Na- 
tional Trade Policy, headed by George L. Bell 
and Charles P. Taft, analyzed the groundfish 
findings before the President overturned them, 
and made the grave charge that the Commission 
had been guilty of “serious omission of vital evi- 
dence” and “highly dubious procedure.” 

According to the committee, the Commission 
reached its conclusion that competitive imports 
were injuring the domestic fish industry with 
out even considering the claim of conservation- 
ists that over-fishing rather than imports are to 
blame for such problems as the industry has. 
Furthermore the commission based its finding 
en financial data submitted by only one third of 
the fish-processing industry, says the committee, 
and ignored the fact that a majority even of this 
self-selected one third showed operating profits. 


Finally, says the committee, the Commission 
completely ignored the new fish sticks industry, 
which accounts for more than one third of the 
increased fish imports, and which has access to 
almost no domestically produced raw material. 

if these charges are accurate, it seems to us 
the Tariff Commission has some explaining to 
do. The commission is supposed to give a full 
hearing to industries which claim to be injured 
by low tariff duties, but it ts certainly not sup- 
posed to become an ex parte pleader for any in- 
dustry. If the commission in its findings simply 
sets out to make a case for higher tariffs, in- 
stead of seeking a fair and tenable decision, it 
will deserve little respect from the country.

Extracts From an Interview With Dr. Arthur Bestor, Professor of 
History, University of Illinois, and President, 
Council for Basic Education

Question: There is a lot of talk these 
days that our schools are not doing 
their jobs properly. What do you think 
is wrong with education in America 
today, Dr, Bestor? 


Answer: When you come right down 
to it, what's wrong is that the schools 
have lost their sense of purpose. Un- 
essential activities are squeezing out 
the basic subjects for a very large num- 
ber of our students. 


Q. How bad is that situation? 


A. Well, more than half of the high 
schools in the United States offer no 
physics; roughly a quarter offer neither 
physics nor chemistry. And _ even 
geometry is missing in 23 per cent... 


Is there a relationship, do you think, 
between the shortage of scientists you 
hear so much about today and what we 
have been doing with education in the 
last 30 to 50 years? 


A very obvious relationship. The 
figures of the United States Office of 
Education show that in 1900 nearly 84 
per cent of all American high-school 
students were tak- 
ing some _ science 
courses. That has 
.dropped to only 54 
per cent today. In 
mathematics the 
drop has been from 
86 to 55 per cent. 

Where does that 
put us in compar- 
ison with other na- 
tions? 

Behind the eight 
ball, I should say. 

Was there some 
relationship be- 
tween the decline 
in quality and the 
coming of mass education? 

Yes, but only because a number of 
fallacious ideas about education took 
hold at the same time.

What do you mean, fallacious ideas? 


Well, for one thing, the professional 
educators began tos get very confused 
about the fundamental purposes of edu- 
cation. In my judgment, the real pur- 
pose of a school is to teach youngsters 
how to use their minds effectively. You 
have reading, writing and arithmetic as 
the first steps in this process, Then, in 
high school you get science, history, 
English and foreign languages. 

Of course, you have other school 
activities, too. But these ought to be 
additions te the school program. And 
wiat the professional educators are 
really doing is pushing the funda- 
mentals aside in favor of the other 
things. . . 


Are you saying that what you call 
the fundamentals — English, foreign 
languages, science, athematics and 
history—are the things that every stu- 
dent needs? 


Precisely. All of them have to live in 
the modern world where these things 
are fundamental. All of them are citi- 
zens and will have to use their intelli- 
gence in making decisions. Otherwise 
the nation is headed for disaster. ... 


Are you against what might be called 
“selective education”—that is, taking 
the gifted students and enabling them 
to go forward as rapidly as possible 
without being held back by the others? 


I approve heartily. There is no rea- 


son why a capable student should not. 


get as thorough an education in an 
American public school as in the best 
school in another country. 


A democracy needs trained minds. 


bp 


It actually needs them more than a 
country where power is in the hands of 
a few. We can't uphold our way of life 
by committing intellectual suicide. We 
have got to give our best students the 
toughest mental training they can take. 


Well, then, would you eliminate the 
system of “grades” in the schoo's— 
first grade, sccond grade and so on”? 


Certainly not. Any school system that 
handles masses of students must be 
based on a progression of grades. 

How could you go about setting up 
such a grade structure? 


First of all, there must be a series of 
grad@s through which a slow learner 
can proceed regularly and systemati- 
cally. But the students of higher ability 
must be encouraged to skip certain of 
the grades, in a regular and systematic 
way, not haphazardly, 

In the second place, we must sepa- 
rate the grade-level concept completely 
from the chronological age of the stu- 
dent. My feeling about this is that you 
could organize things so that extra- 
curricular activities are carried on by 
groups of children of the same chrono- 
logical age. Then academic activity 
could he carried on in groups where 
the basis is the mental age. ... 


Would you say that education in 
America has kept pace with the re- 
quirements of modern life? 


No. American education has changed 
rapidly, but the schools have retreated 
from modern life. 

By de-emphasizing science and mathe- 
matics? 


Yes. But not only there. Foreign 
languages have been neglected just as 
badly. In 1900, nearly three quarters 
of all high-school students were taking 
some foreign language. Today less than 
22 per cent are doing so. .,, 


Under your definitions, would you 
say that boys and girls are better edu- 
cated today than they were in 1900, or 
less so? 

On the whole, less well educated. 


There is a lot of talk about financial 
aid from the Federal Government for 
schools, for buildings, and so on. Do 
you think that’s the primary need of 
the educational system? 


I think the emphasis is badly mis- 
placed. Monev is needed, of course. 
But the real crisis in the American pub- 
lic school is not a financial crisis but a 
crisis involving the quality of the edu- 
cation offered. I think the recent White 
House Conference missed the boat 
badly. 


If the Federal Government is going 
to enter the picture, it ought to use its 
money to make sure that every high 
school in the nation offers a full roster 
of courses in the basic subjects... 


Do the intellectuals in the rest of the 
world think we are growing less or 
more intellectual? 


1 find that foreign students who come 
to American universities are amazed at 
the low standards of intellectual train- 
ing. They were all tremendously im- 
pressed with the faciiities for research 
at American universities, and were 
equally amazed at the skimpy training 
of the students who were being offered 
these enormous resources. .. . 


To sum up, ther, what is the first 
job. te be done? 


The first job is to see to it that every 
school in the country offers a full pro- 
gram of courses in the fundamental 
subjects. And the next thing is to be 
sure that we have teachers adequately 
trained to teach the basic subjects. .. . 

Our second job, in other words, is to 
reorganize’ teacher trdining in the 
United States, by putting teachers to 
work, like their pupils, on the funda- 
mental subjects.

Jack Fisher ni: Slo With 
Care and Distinction in | 
Guild Concert. |

Another of the concerts or- 
ganized by the St. Louis chap- 
ter of the American Guild of 
Organists was held yesterday. 
Jack Fisher gave an organ re- 
cital at St. John’s Methodist 
Church, Fisher is the organist 
and choirmaster at St. Clement’s 
Memorial Episcopal Church, St. 
Paul, Minn. 

Unlike many program, this 
one worked backward from the 
contemporary style to that of 
Bach, and it may be significant 
that idiomatic idiosyncrasies of 
contemporary music seem less 
unusual on the organ than else- 
where, thus making it possible 
to enjoy the music for what it 
may have to say, freed from 
any difficulties of style. 

Fisher played with great care 
and distinction. 

The contemporary part of the 
program included Les Berges 
from the “Suite La Nativite” 
by Olivier Messiaen, by far the 
most interesting work in this 
first half. A Frerch organist 
and composer, Messiaen has set 
up his own “modes,” which he 
uses both melodically and har- 
monically, approximating per- 
haps what we know of the 
Greek Mcdes, They do not 
sound nearly so abstruse as 
their appearance in score would 
suggest. 

The second part of the pro- 
gram started with the Brahms 
“Prelude and Fugue in A 
Minor,” Sweelinck’s “Echo Fan- 
tasia,” the Offertoire from the 
Couperia “Messe Pour Les Con- 
vents,” and concluded with 
Bach’s “Prelude and Fugue in 
C Major.” 

Fisher showed great delicacy 
of contrast between the diff e- 
ences in style of these four 
composers; the Couperin in 
particular standing out for its 
very simpli ‘ty, and an excel- 
lent contrast to the Bach that 
followed. 

This was the highlight of the 
program and rightly left until 


the last. It seemed to be 
played with exactitude and 
feeling, though the dramatic

Third Loss for Bills. 

The St. Louis record now is 
6-3, Duquesne, soundly trounced 
by Davton, 88-45, is 4-3 and has 
very little to recommend its 
chances against the Bills.

Usually, one of Feller’s 
20-game seasons provided 
answer. 

Now an old man by ath- 
letic standards, Feller grew up 
in a lot of ways. From a kid who 
burned and sulked when he con- 
sidered fans and scribes unreas- 
onable, Feller became a smooth- 
ie who talked easily about his 
setbacks as well as his triumphs. 

He mace adjustments in his 
pitching, too. Three years in the 
Navy during the second world 
war took the edge off his speed.

Mr. Eisenhower plans to make 
stops in Texas, Oklahoma, New 


Mexico, Arizona, Colorado and | 
Kansas for an on-the-spot sur-| 
vey of the worst parching of 
that region in many years. 

The White House announced 
earlier this month that the 
President would make such a 
survey in mid-January. Some | 
of the details and the specific = 
dates were made known today. 

The drouth area tour sched- 
ule calls for the President to 
leave Washington by plane the 
afternoon of Sunday, Jan. 13. 
He will fly to San Angelo, Tex., 
and stay overnight at Goodfel- 
low Air Force Base. 

The actual inspection of 
drouth regions will start the 
next day, Jan. 14, in the San 
Angelo area. Then he will fly 
on to West Woodward, Okla., 
and to Clovis, N.M. 

That evening he will arrive 
at Tuscon, Ariz., and spend the 
night there at Davis-Monthan 
Air Force Base. 

Flight to Colorado. 

On Tuesday, Jan. 15, he will 
fly from Tuscon to Pueblo, 
Colo., then on to Garden City, 
Kan, Late in the afternoon he 
will arrive in Wichita, Kan., 
where he is scheduled to meet 
with representatives of farm- 
ems, ranchers, industry, bank- 
ing, government and agricul- 
ture schools from all the states 
hit by the drouth. 

Mr. Eisenhower will fly back 
to Washington that night after 
the Wichita meeting. He will 
be.accompanied on the tour by 
Secretary of Agriculture Ezra 
Taft Benson, Secretary of the 
Interior Fred A. Seaton, mem- 
bers of the White House and 
Department of Agriculture 
staffs, and a representative of 
the Army concerned with the 
conservation aspects of the 
drouth. problem. 

In addition to ground inspec- 
tion tours in the six states, the 
President plans to fly low over 
the entire drouth region, as- 
sistant White House press sec- 
retary Murray Snyder said. 

Mr. Eisenhower first an- 
nounced in October he would 
visit the drouth regions. T he 
White House said then he 
would make the tour with a 
view of determining what addi- 
tional federal aid is needed. 

Summerfield to Remain. 

The President spiked reports 
that Postmaster General Ar- 
thur Summerfield was planning 
to resign from the cabinet. 

Mr. Eisenhower announced 
that he will nominate Summer- 
field for a new term when 
Congress reconvenes next week. 

Summerfield is convalescing 
in Florida from a recent throat 
operation. There have been re- 
ports he intended to retire as 
Postmaster General, and that 
he would be succeeded by 
Leonard W. Hall, chairman of 
the Republican National Com- 
mittee. 

In announcing Mr. Eisen- 
hower's plans to keep Summer- 
field in the Cabinet, Snyder said 

a provision of an 1872 law makes 
it necessary for the President to 
submit a new nomination to 
Congress in order to do so. | 

Snyder said the law applies 
onfy in the case of the Post- 
master General among Cabinet 

embers. It stipulates that the 
ead of the Post Office depart- 
ment shall serve for a term 
which is the term of the Presi- 
dent plus one month, unless re- 
moved from office by the Presi- 
dent. Under this law, Snyder 
said, Summerfield’s term would 
expire a month after Jan. 20 
when Mr. Eisenhower's new 
term starts. 

Asked whether Summerfield 
plans to serve the full four 
years of Eisenhower's second 
term, Snyder replied he only 
could say that the Postmaster 
General has no current plans to 
resign.

These were stories that the 
United States arbitrarily.cut off 
oil shipments to France after 
the Suez invasion, and that 
American firms have conspired 
with Algerian rebels in hope of 
profiting from establishment of 
a revolutionary government in 
that North African land. 

Dillon hailed the ties binding 
France and the United States. 

His views were given in the 
form of an interview with the 
French-language publication In- 
formation and Documents, put 
out monthly by his embassy 
press service, 

They were picked up by such 
newspapers as the leftist Com- 
the right-wing Aurore and 
the popular Paris Presse and 
serviced by the semi-official 
French Press Agency. 

The Ambassador thereby 
stepped up a United States cam- 
paign to combat rising French 
|anti-Americanism at the local 
' level. 

Eisenhower Message. 

President Eisenhower lent it 
his prestige yesterday. He sent 
a message praising French- 
American unity which Dillon 
read at ceremonies commemora- 
ting the 100th anniversary of 
the birth of Woodrow Wilson. 
This message, however, was 
largély ignored by the French 
press. 

The embassy here has had 
a busy time for the past two 
months explaining and defend- 
ing Washington's decision to op- 


'pose French and British mili-
